The attention of alll school boards is 
directed to the amcndments to Ths 
School Ordinance passed hy the Legis 
lature during its second session for 
1918, which embody very stringent 
measures regarding the non-operation 


of schools. Trustees are especially 
warned with respect to Sections 142 


and 143 of The School Ordinance which 
read ; 

‘442, No board of trustees shall 
have authority toclose their school 
for any cause not otherwise provided 
for without the approval o the Minis- 
ter. : 

“143. If for any cause other — than 
chat ol statuory vacations or holi-- 
days the board of trustees of any ru-- 
ral or Village district closes its school 
for a period exceeding three days, it 
shall be the duty of such board 
through its secretary to report to the 
Department such closing within. five 
days, giving a full statement of the 
reasons therefor; it shall aleo be the 
duty of the board through its szcreta- 
ry to report fo the Department, with- 
in five days the re-opening of ' the 
school iat the commertement of each 
terni and also the re-opening of the 
schoo] which may’ have been closed for 
more than three’ days for any cause.'’

per is taker: from the office or nok. 


3.—Any Person who takes a paper 
out pf the postoffice whether directed 
to his name or ‘not or whether he bas 
subscribed -or. not, is responsible for 
the pay. 


4.—If g subscriber orders his .paper 
stopped aad the 
sending it, the subscriber is bound’ to 


pay for it ifhe takes itfrom the post # 


office. This proceeds upon the grounds 
that aman must pay for what he 
uses.
